Davis said loudspeakers would be 
set up so that the sounds of the 
Spock and Vy voices would carry to 
the White House. 
President Nixon was celebrating 
the Veterans Day holiday at his 
Camp David, Md.. retreat. It was 
not known when the President would 
return. 
At the request of the Justice 
Department, an estimated 2.00() 
troops 
were 
put 
on 
alert 
in 
preparation for the demonstrations, 
which Davis said would draw 10.000. 
The People's Coalition for Peace 
and Justice, organizers of last 
spring's Mayday civil disobedience 
demonstrations here, says it has 
obtained a permit to rally at the 
Washington 
Monument 
grounds 
today and then march in a single­ 
file, candlelight procession past the 
White House.

the Russian people and the Chinese 
people. We share this earth. We 
share a love for our children.

“ Today we are preparing to take 
additional steps toward an end to the 
conflicts which have divided so 
many of the world's people. My trips 
to Moscow and Peking are directed 
toward that goal We go with no 
false hopes, and we intend to leave 
behind us in America no unrealistic 
expectations."

WASHINGTON UPI - The wage- 
price freeze apparently has had 
little impact on the rate at which 
Americans continue to buy new 
homes, 
according 
to 
figures 
released today by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 


The board, which oversees the 
nation’s federally insured savings 
and 
loan 
associations, 
said 
mortgage lending activity remained 
at a near-record volume during 
September. 
Mortgage loans closed by savings 
and loan associations during the 
month amounted to $3 5 billion — 
two thirds more than one year ago 
when 
higher 
interest 
rates 
prevailed. The figure was down $500 
million from August, but the board 
ascribed that to normal seasonal 
fluctuation. 


People who were putting their 
money 
into 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations, 
meanwhile, 
banked 
$1.1 billion during September — 
slightly more than 
August and 
nearly double the amount one year 
ago 
With the pay board and the price 
commission ready to begin work 
later this week. Sen. Lee Metcalf, D- 
Mont. sounded a warning today 
against what he said were unjusti­ 
fied rate increases some of the 
nation s public utilities may try to 
win after the freeze ends Nov. 13. 
Metcalf, in a statement issued by 
his office, said that once the freeze 
ends, state regulatory agencies will 
be free to approve rate increases 
subject only to review by the price 
board “ which is less equipped to 
judge what is going on

estimated 
that 
the 
rate 
increases may total as high as $4 
billion “ although no one knows what 
they total.’’ 


If the public is to be protected 
from inflationary rate increases 
during phase II, it must get on 
record — before state commissions 
— the utilities excessive current 
profit position and the additional 
profits likely in view of the wage- 
pnce freeze and the significant 
reductions in the cost of money 
since the cases were filed ...

Japan trains 
collide 
in tunnel 


TSU, Japan (UPI) —Two express 
trains slammed into each other in a 
tunnel 
in central Japan today, 
killing at least 12 persons and 
injuring» more than 200 others. 
More than 300 rescue workers dug 
feverishly through the wreckage in 
the tunnel to reach survivors in the 
crash As of 9 p.m. <8 a.m. EDT) 
police said there were about 100 
persons still trapped in the tunnel. 
Both trains were equipped with 
automatic stopping devices and 
railway officials were unable to 
explain why the trains failed to stop 
automatically. 
The conductor of the train bound 
for Nagoya, an industrial city in 
Central Japan, saw the other train 
approaching and shouted to his 
passengers to fall to the floor. Some 
passengers grabbed their seats or 
slumped to the floor before the 
collision.

Americans to “ do all that we can do 
to insure that those who have borne 
the burdens of war are not made, 
because of their sacrifice, to bear 
disproportionately the burdens of the 
peace they are winning."

effort to win jobs for veterans 
placed more than 121,000 Vietnam 
era vets in jobs or in job training 
slots during July and August. 
“ Beyond these programs," he 


said, 
"each of us in his own 
community must also hold out a 
helping hand to those who have 
served."

suffered from the frustration which 
this war has generated among many 
Americans. We must not permit 
this. A nation which condemns those 
who

opportunity to build a lasting peace 
than at any time in this century. We

Veterans honored 
at Arlington 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A few 
hundred persons dotted Arlington 
National Cemetary in rainy weather 
today to honor America's veterans, 
including those of the Vietnam War 
who Vice President Spiro. T. Agnew 
said have “ paid a higher price than 
usual." 
From the hilltop where Audie 
Murphy, America’s most decorated 
soldier of World War II. was buried 
last summer. 21 cannons boomed in 
salute to the 1,078.000 Americans 
who have died in battle since 1776 
and the 40 million others who have 
come home from those wars. 
But one of the largest veterans 
groups refused to participate in the 
ceremony. 
Joseph L. Vieites. of Uniontown, 
Pa., 
commander-in-chief of 
the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, said last 
week that “ It would be hypocritical 


for the 1.7 million member organiza­ 
tion to participate in a program 
presumed to honor all veterans in a 
national cemetary in which most 
veterans cannot be buried." 
Arlington is nearing capacity and 
now accepts only the bodies of 
retired career military men, those 
who have died in the service and 
certain veterans who have gained 
prominence in government. 


Agnew laid a wreath at the Tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier and then 
addressed a crowd that filled about 
one quarter of Arlington’s open 
amphitheater. 


“ The 
nearly 
5.5 
million 
Americans who have served in our 
armed forces during the Vietnam 
war have, in my opinion, paid a 
higher price than usual," Agnew 
said.

—Police Sunday night fired at two men and 
a woman suspected of planting a time 
bomb in a crowded nightclub. The device 
exploded

later, 
heavily 
damaging the building, but causing no 
injuries. 
An 
army 
spokesman 
said 
the 
two 
plainclothes detectives killed one of the 
male suspects and seriously wounded the 
woman. The second man was arrested half 
mile away. All were carrying guns, the 
army said. 
The 
incident 
brought 
to 
seven 
the 
number of civilians killed in weekend 
shootings 
in Northern 
Ireland. 
Sniper 
attacks in Belfast Sundav wounded four 


soldiers, 
one 
of 
them 
seriously, 
the 
spokesman said. They occurred in an area 
where the arm y killed two sisters Satur­ 
day. 
The bomb exploded in the Downtown 
Celebrity Club, one of the city's best known 
night spots, at 12:15 a.m. today, wrecking 
the club, setting fire to the building and 
overturning a car outside. The spokesman 
said it was one of the largest ever planted 
in the city. The club had been evacuated 
A man and the woman rushed into the 
downstairs lobby of the club shortly 
after 
9 p.m. and were surprised by a group of 
guests leaving an elevator, the spokesman 
said. The suspects told the guests to put 
their hands on their heads and not to move. 


Then the second man entered with the 
bomb and primed it. The trio told the 
guests not to move for five minutes. As the 
suspects were leaving, they were spotted 
by two plainclothes policemen across the 
street who called to them to halt, the army 
spokesman said. 
When 
they 
continued 
running, 
the 
detectives opened fire. The wounded man 
managed to drag himself 10 yards before 
collapsing, the spokesman said. Their guns 
were found beside them. 
Within moments, police and arm y began 
evacuating the club. The spokesman said 
about 400 persons were in the club at the 
time and many went out rear windows.

SAN FRANCISCO <UPI) - The Coast Guard searched 
round-the-clock today in its efforts to locate a missing 33- 
foot racing yacht with three men aboard which is a month 
overdue from Hawaii. 
A Coast Guard spokesman said a C130 aircraft and three 
cutters were hunting the Great Circle track between Ocean 
Station November, a m arker midway on the 2,600-mile 
route, and here for the sloop Esprit. 
The Coast Guard said the search was complicated be­ 
cause the exact route of the vessel was not known. 
Aboard were Rod Montgomery, 26, a San Francisco 
sailmaker, and two unidentified crewmen The boat belongs 
to Alameda County Superior Court Judge George W. 
Phillips Jr. 
The Esprit was last spotted Sept. 27 near Ocean Station 
November after leaving Nawiliwili Bay on the island of 
Kauai on Aug 28 
Judge Phillips said the Esprit sailed through “ fantastic 
storm s’’ from Hawaii to San Francisco after the 1969 
Transpac race and still arrived in a little more than 20 days. 


Lubrication to stop quakes 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI)— Scientists are studying the 
possibility of lubricating geological fractures with w ater to 
reduce big earthquakes to more frequent, but much 
smaller, temblors. 


A comprehensive, controlled test of such a possibility is 
being undertaken at the Santa Fe Springs oil field near Los 
Angeles, the California Institute of Technology said 
Sunday. 


The m ajor and most destructive cause of California 
earthquakes is the San Andreas Fault, a large geological 
fracture running from north of San Francisco to the Gulf of 
California in Mexico 


The land west of the fault is moving northward at about 
two inches a year, and strain builds up along the fault 
where friction holds the two masses together despite the 
mountain pressure. Eventually, the build up strain is 
released in a sharp jolt as the western side of the fault 
snaps northward, causing earthquakes that have plagued 
California cities. 


Cal Tech scientists conducting the experiment believe it 
will “ be possible to lubricate the San Andreas at strategic 
points so that many small, hardly detectable quakes could 
replace the big ones that occur two to three tim es a 
century.’’

SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)-M rs. 
Jacqueline Collum, whose three children 
are dying of a rare nerve disease, is hoping 
she will be able to buy a new house with 
donations before she has to vacate her 
home of six years. 
An eviction notice served last week 
informed the 34-year-old welfare mother 
that she and the children must move out of 
her rented home here by next April 1. 
Since her latest problem was publicized, 
Mrs. Collum has been offered a Southern 
California apartm ent and help in buying a 
house from a couple in Marin County. 
Mrs. Collum has received $7,000 in 
donations, including $1,500 from sailors 
aboard the Navy carrier Midway, since her 
oldest child. Patty, 13, died last month of 
Batten's disease, a rare disorder that 
causes blindness, crippling brain deter­ 
ioration and finally death before age 20. 
But the donations have all gone into a 
special trust fund for care of her three 
remaining children —who are in various 
stages of the disease. 
“ If I can just get enough help to buy a 
house —money that doesn't go into the 
children’s fund —that would make things 
easier,” she said. 


Mrs. Collum said she doesn t want to 
move, but she understands the landlord 
needs the house for his daughter and her 
husband. 
“ Every tim e we move it's hard on the 
children.” Mrs. Collum said, because the 
two oldest, 12-year-old Kathleen and 7- 
vear-old Charles, are blind, must learn to 
feel their way around a totally new 
environment. Little Crystal, Mrs. Collum’s 
6-year-old, is beginning to lose her vision. 
Mrs. Collum said she is hunting for a 
single story home on ground level in a quiet 
neighborhood 
whether 
she 
buys 
or 
continues to rent. 
“ If I could find a couple of people who 
could give me one or two thousand dollars 
apiece,” she said, “just enough for a down 
payment, then I think I could buy one." 
Mrs. Collum turned down an offer from a 
Huntington Beach man to let her use his 
apartm ent and pay her moving expenses to 
Southern California. 
But even if she doesn't find a house for 
her and her children, Mrs. Collum has been 
assured by the San Mateo County Housing 
Authority of a home somewhere. 
“ They told me that in any case. I won’t 
be out on the street,” she said. 
Troop increase plan rejected

Johnson said he rejected a Pentagon 
proposal to increase U.S. troop strength to 
680,000 in South Vietnam and to expand the 
war into Laos and Cambodia. 
The actual peak of U.S. manpower in 
South Vietnam reached 542,500 men in 
February, 1969. 
Johnson, writing in his forthcoming book 
“ Vantage 
Point: 
Perspectives 
of 
the 
Presidency 1963-1969,” said the Defense 
Departm ent made the proposal in April, 
1967. Excerpts were published today in the 
Washington Post. 
The form er president said two plans 
were offered, one for an increase of 80,000 
men and another for “optimum force.” 
“ The second suggested an increase m our 
forces of four and two-thirds divisions and 
10 air squadrons, raising our force level in 
Vietnam by 200,000 to a total of 680,000 men 
by July 1%8 The m ilitary planners were 
also considering a program of increased 
air strikes against the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong forces that were enjoying 


alm ost com plete sanctuary in Laos and 
Cambodia. Possible ground action against 
the southern part of North Vietnam was 
also studied on a contingency basis. 
The plan was offered by Gen. William C. 
W estmoreland, com m ander of U.S. Forces 
in South Vietnam from 1964 to 1968, and 
opposed by Defense Secretary Robert S 
M cNamara, Johnson said. 
In excerpts published Sunday, Johnson 
said top defense planners knew a large- 
scale enemy action was coming before the 
Communist Tet offensive began Jan. 30. 
1968 But it turned out to be “ more massive 
than we had anticipated,” he said. Both 
sides suffered record casualties. 
“ We knew that the Communists were 
aiming at a number of population centers, 
but we did not expect them to attack as 
many as they did We knew that the north 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong were trying 
to achieve better coordination of their 
countrywide moves; we did not believe 
that they would be able to carry out the 
level of coordination they dem onstrated

The major purpose of the 
two-day meeting Saturday 
and Sunday was to unite 
Chicanos and Boricuas into 
a political coalition.

friction still was evident at

boisterous 
sessions, but delegates hit 
hard at the unity theme on 
the basis the two factions 
had more in common than 
differences.

Supervisors agenda 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -In a virtually 
unprecedented move, the canning industry 
called today for stricter government 
regulation of canneries to prevent crises 
akin to last summer s discovery of deadly 
botulin in canned soup 
The National Canners Association < NCA > 
formally petitioned the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) to adopt 48 pages of 
regulations that would tighten processing 
rules, require more detailed and frequent 
industry reports to the FDA, and empower 


the agency to bar any suspect cannery 
from shipping food. 
Although inspection was not covered by 
the proposal, Dr. Ira I. Somers, NCA 
research director, said his organization 
also would welcome more frequent FDA 
inspection of canneries. The NCA s 550 
member firms produce about 90 per cent of 
the nation's annual output ot 29 billion cans 
and jars of food products. 
In 
an 
interview, 
Somers 
said 
the 
proposed regulations could be adopted by 


the FDA under Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act provisions which never have been used. 
Somers declined comment on why the FDA 
has not itself imposed such rules. 
Asked the same question, Sam D Fine, 
associate 
FDA 
commissioner 
for 
compliance, replied. 
“ I really don't know. Part of our problem 
is resources and another part is the 
technology." 
Fine said the FDA welcomed the 
proposal and would publish it in the federal 


register for comment 
Both Fine and Somers said they could 
recall 
no 
previous example of food 
processors pleading for stricter federal 
regulation ot their own facilities. 


“ We just don’t think the canning industry 
can tolerate any more bad publicity," 
Somers 
said. 


The NCA said 775 billion cans and jars of 
food have been produced since 1925, with 
onlv four botulism deaths. 


Mexican federal 
employment probe 


COMPTON (UPI) -Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., said 
today he had asked the federal Civil Service Commission to 
investigate “ shocking discrepancies" in employment of 
Mexiean-Americans in federal agencies in the Los Angeles 
area. 
Cranston in remarks prepared for meetings with com­ 
munity groups and minority organizations here, also said 
he asked the commission to look into “ the lack of 
advancement opportunities for both Mexican-Americans 
and blacks in federal agencies. " 
“ Although minority group employes make up nearly 24 
per cent of all federal employes in the Los Angeles area, 
white Anglo employes hold about 95 per cent of the top 
jobs..." Cranston said. “ Minorities are doing most of the 
menial work in the federal government and very little of 
the management, administration and policy-making." 


Graham to visit Rome? 


ROME (UPI) — Evangelist Billy Graham said today he 
might follow the path of St. Paul and bring his “ Crusade for 
Christ" in 1973 to this capital city of Roman Catholicism. 
“ The fact that about 60 per cent of the Roman youths do 
not go to mass would indicate there is a spiritual vacuum." 
Graham told a news conference. 
Graham said one thing that might decide him against 
coming to Rome would be the feeling his visit would cause 
opposition and trouble in other churches. But he indicated 
he did not expect such opposition. 
When he first talked about visiting Rome, “ I received 
many letters from Catholics and from priests," Graham 
said, saying they would pray for the success of such a visit. 
He said he had had no contact with Roman Catholic 
officials in Italy although he said he thought he knew what 
the Vatican viewpoint on his visit would be. He declined to 
say what he thought that was. 
“ If I come. I will come with no strings on me," the world 
traveling American preacher said. 
The crusade would be held somewhere like Rome's 
Sports Palace, would be brief, and “ it will be open to 
everybody, all Catholics, Protestants, people of no 
religion," Graham said. 
When Graham stages religious revival meetings, helpers 
go with him to talk with the persons who come forward to 
“ make a decision for Christ. "

Fatal injury for 
Detroit's Hughes 


D E TR O IT (U P I ) — Chuck Hughes w as on his way back to 
the D etroit Lions' huddle with 63 seconds left to play. 
M inutes later, he w as on his way to the hospital and death. 
The little-used and little-known reserv e wide receiv er died 
Sunday at the age of 28, stricken on a N ational Football 
League playing field with an apparen t h e a rt attack or 
m a jo r blood vessel rupture 
An autopsy w as scheduled for early today to d eterm in e 
the precise cause of death to the popular El Paso. Tex., 
resident, who w as the titth fatality in the history of 
professional football. 
The wiry 6-foot, 180-pound native of Philadelphia, who 
played collegiately at T exas-El Paso, w as trotting back to 
the huddle when he collapsed on the Chicago B ears 15-vard 
line.

Chuck Fairbanks doesn’t have a mean streak in him. He 
has a tem per, which he shows on occasion, but otherwise 
he’s a fine, thoroughlv decent man 
When he was getting his Sooners ready this past week he 
did mention the fact K-State had humiliated them. 59-21, 
two years ago but that was it. He didn’t dwell on that 
beating. He didn’t try to build his team up to any great pitch 
of violence or vengeance. 
It didn’t m atter. The secondranked Sooners ran tor 711 
yeards against the bewildered Wildcats Saturday and broke 
the old NCAA mark of 645. Halfback Greg Pruitt carried 19 
tim es for 294 yards, wiping out the previous Big Light 
record of 283 set by Kansas Gale Sayers nine years ago. 
Pruitt scored three touchdowns. The Sooners had the ball 12 
tim es Saturdav and scored 11 times. 
Vince Gibson, the Kansas State coach, understandably 
w asn’t too happy about the score. He felt Fairbanks had 
rubbed it in. 
“ If he wants to do that, it's his prerogative,” Gibson said. 
“ If you rem em ber, two years ago though, Lynn Dickey 
didn’t play the last 12 m inutes.” 
The reference was to Kansas S tate’s stickout passer of 
two years back who was the hottest thing in the Big Eight at 


the time. 
It’s difficult for Gibson to feel any differently than he 
does about Fairbanks but I think he might have if he had 
been in the room and heard what Fairbanks said to his 
players Sunday morning after they returned to Norman. 
Okla. 
Chuck Fairbanks talked about the game in general, 
touching on how he w asn’t at all happy about the showing 
the defensive unit m ade against K-State and then he got to 
the heart of the m atter. He had to be delicate about it 
because he didn’t wish to put a dam per on their victory. 
“ You know,” he said, talking about the points run up 
against Kansas State, “ a couple of years ago we were on 
the other side of the fence. You all rem em ber how you felt 
I reallv didn’t care at all for the score we had this past 
week. \ don’t feel it’s good for anyone to win by that 
margin. I know it’s not good to lose like that. 1 want you to 
be appreciative of the feelings of other people, too. 
Two things that happened in Saturday’s final quarter, a 
quarter in which Oklahoma scored 21 points, rubbed Vince 
Gibson the wrong way. One was that after pulling rru itt. 
Fairbanks sent him back in. The other was that the Sooners 
called tim e out in the waning seconds of the gam e so as not 
to lose another opportunity to score. 
Fairbanks explains point No. 1. 
“ I received a call from the press box in the final quarter 
informing m e Greg Pruitt needed 30 m ore yards to break 
Gale Sayers’ record. He said, ‘coach, I’d like to. So 1 sent 
him in. As for the second point, the boys on the field, the 
reserves, called time out because they were trying to score. 
I’d just as soon the clock would’ve run out and the gam e 
ended.” 
John Keith, the Sooners’ sports informaticr. director, 
used to have the sam e job at Kansas State He says nobody 
has any m ore class than Fairbanks 
“ He emptied the bench near the end of the third quarter 
sending in all the second and third-stringers, 
Keith says. 
“You try telling kids like that not to score anymore. 
They’re human They want to do well also.” 
Maybe Pruitt provided a tipoff on how all the Sooners feel 
when Steve Owens visited the school a week ago Owens, 
now with the Detroit Lions, was an All-America fullback at 
Oklahoma two seasons ago Pruitt shook hands with him, 
looked him over a moment and said : 
“ Shoot, man, on this team you’d have to play defense.”
